Friends of Racing Trying to Put the Frick Bill 
Through — Opponents Say Governor 
Will Not Sign It. 



Annapolis, Md., March 22. — Tlio race tra<*k in- 
terests won another round in the house this after- 
noon by shunting the Hall anti-gambling bill over 
until tomorrow without a vote, desjiite the objec- 
tions of Mr. Hall. The tactics for delay are sim- 
ilar to those of two years ago on the same ques- 
tion. 

When the house met today the race track iK*ople 
wen* much “up in the air” as to the fate of the 
Hall anti-gambling bill, to which the judiciar.v 
committee has attachecl as an amendment the 
Frick state racing commission bill, with ^1,000 a 
da.v tax as a n*venue provision. 

Neither side was overccmfident, though the race 
track i)cople said they hoiK*d to put their phin 
through by a small margin. Ry the advocates of 
the Hall measure it was said that the governor 
would sign no racing revenue measure and tli.it it 
would be futile to enact such ;i law. The answer 
was that the h*gislature would be justified in 
passing the bill in such a way as to i»ro<luce a 
g<M)d n* venue and leave it to the governor to say 
whether the state shouhl get the rev»*nue. 

There was much hustling for votes and jiressure 
was exerted by the ra<*e track people to put the 
Frick bill through. Wir«‘K have Iieen pulled from 
every dirt*ction and the names of some of the lead- 
ing men in the state have been useil as ba<*kers of 
the Frii'k plan in ord(*r to block opjKisition to it. 
Those who ordinarily take little part in racing mat- 
ters were busy rounding up every man they could 
get and arguing for revenue. 



PROMINENT CANADIAN OWNER IS DEAD. 



Was Man of Great Wealth and Ardent Turfman from 
His Boyhood Days. 



Toronto. Out.. March 22. — Roliert Davies, owner 
of Thorncliffe Farm, died today after an illm*ss 
dating back several years to an attack of Jipoplexy. 
He was a native son. born in Toronto in 1849, and 
had accumulated a great fortune, invested in land 
and buildings, breweries, brick works, paper mills 
and other remunerative assets. 

He had a lifelong connection with racing and 
breeding. When a lad of sixteen he rode Nora 
Creina in the Queen’s Plate of ISd,"!, run at London 
and won by Lad.v Norfolk. It was a mile heat race 
in those days. With a mare called Floss, which he 
leased at Fort Erie, he won the 1‘late at Kingston 
in 1871, but in spite of his great resources of 
means and well bred horses he was never able to 
win with a horse of his own. The great desire of 
Canadian turfmen always eluded him, and his name 
never appeared in the list of 1‘late winners except 
for that single instance. 

Always a breeder of thoroughbreds. Clydesdale 
and standard -bred horses, he lM*came ;i few years 
ago a more extensive owner of race horses than at 
any previous periml. With the purcliase of Plate 
Glass for the puriNtse of winning the Duke of Con- 
naught’s Cup in 1913, he liegan a highly success- 
ful iieriod and was at the top of the list of win- 
ning owners in Canada with thirty -three races 
W’on of a value of over $33,000. 

Perhaps the best horse he ever bred was Thorn - 
cliffe, which accomplished little on the flat, but 
was up to winning through the field with as 
much as 190 inninds up and in the days of great 
steeplechasers. 

Mr. Davies was one of the first members of the 
Ontario .lockey Club, and a director for the ten 
years from 1894 to 1904, resigning the office of 
first vice-president in the latter year. 

No announcement has been made as to the fu- 
tun* of the racing establishment, which is in 
charge of trainer Henry McDaniel, but it is ex- 
l»ected that it will be continued by the estate. 
“King Rob.’’ as Mr. Davies was known, was a 
big figure in the business affairs of Toronto. 



R. F. CARMAN’S RACING MATERIAL. 



Washington. D. C., March 22. — Richard F.. Carman 
has brought from New Orleans to Reuning tlie most 
promising tliree-y«*ar-old dev«*loiM*d over winter for 
the coming meeting at Rowic. This is Skeer Face, 
a son of Hippodrome and Fleeing Venus. He was 
not in the band of veteran campaigners Mr. Carman 
took to New Orleans last full. He was a«*quired 
down tlien* and Mr. Carman and ii(*arly ever.v other 
horseman who has se<*n him ra<*e believes that he 
will go any distance. No horse hereabouts has 
more hp«*ed for seven -eighths or one mile and he is 
sure to la* a starter in the Imiugural Handicap, a 
race of seven-eightlis of a mile tliat will Ik; the 
feature of the opening day’s racing at Rowie. 

Mr. Carman h.is another iM»tenti;il Inaugural can- 
didate in Achievement, which wintered at Renning 
under the eye of Rii'hard F. Carman, Jr., but it is 
hardly likely that he will la* ready. Achievement 
has grown into 'one of the biggest and hiindsoinest 
horses on the Renning track, but he is hardly up to 
a high-class effort. 

The horses that Mr. Carman brought back from 
New Orleans with Skeer I'ace were Startling. 
Rroomvale. Ella Rryson. G. M. Miller, Typography, 
Garnet. Linda Payne and Rlazeaway. He lost 
Goodw4N)d out of a si*lling race. 

The horses are all ready for racing. Mr. (’arman 
handled them mor** with a view of having them 
ready for the spring races in Maryland than to win 
at New Orleans. 

Startling, a remarkably fast little son of Marta 
Santa, which came to hand early last year and ran 
several iTcditable races licfore the horses left Mary- 
land, has become a likely sort of colt. The Carmans 
do not believe tliat he will Im* a stayer, but th«*y 
look for him to r.n*e well witliin his distan<*e. 

Ella Rry.son. the vetenin of many a hard battle, 
is througJi with racing. Mr. Carman will mate lier 
this spring to his handsome Rroomstick stallion 
Meridian, which, with The I’urk. is at Renning. 
The first foal to tlie cover of Meridian »*ame into the 
world last Saturday morning. It is a handsome colt 
and Its mother is the California mare I)arum:i. .a 
fast sprinter not so many ye:irs back, and a big. fine 
looking broodmare now.* D;iin and foal are doing 
as well as couhl Ik* exi>ected. 

Horizon, Achieve. Parailise Queen and one or two 
others of Mr. Carm.in’s mares are due to foal 
shortly to Meridian, while The Turk has three as 
handsome yearlings as one would wish to see play- 
ing about the infield. 

The horses that wintered in this part of the 
country with Acliiev«ment und**r the eye of the 
“junior” Carman were Surprising ami tlie two- 
year-olds Rright Star. Gaiety and the Duly One. 
all fillies, the first nanieil l>eing a daughter of Star 
Shoot, the second a daughter of Sain and the other 
u daughter of Rallot. 

The Sain filly claims Minnie Adams, the best 
staying Cesarion that ever came to the r:n*es, as 
her dam. and she is a whale of a two-year-old. 
She stands just under D> hands, weighs close to 
1,125 pounds and has the development of u four-

The two-year-olds Mr. Carman bought last sea- 
son were fillies, because he is ambitious to breed 
the horse:-; that carry his colors hereafter. He ac- 
quireil these youngst(*rs to mate witli ^leridian 
and The Turk when they finish with racing. The 
Turk, best of the sous of Heno. is a sure foal 
getter, and he stamps his offspring witli his own 
iMMlily likeness, which is a good sign in a young 
stallion and indicates prepotency. 

More is exiM*ctcd of the four-year-old Surprising 
this year than that good-looking son of Mart.i 
Santa showed last .vear. Surprising was under the 
weather i»retty much all .vear with a bad leg. but 
the ailing niemlMT was treated last fall and a 
winter’s easy galloping has restored it to its origi- 
nal soundness, api*arently. Surprising strips as 
well as any horse at Renning and is nearer a race, 
lM*rhaps, than any other horse of the Carman 
string.

STARTER MORRISSEY LEAVES HOSPITAL. 



Lexington. Ky.. March 22. — Starter Harry Mor- 
rissey. convalescing from pneumonia. left St. 
Joseph’s hospital tialay and is at his home at 

K«*nipland Farm. Dr. McKee today stated he 

will be able to presiile at tin* barrier when the 

spring racing season oi>ens here .\pril 27. 

It is exiM*cted that the committee of nine ap- 
pointed by the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
to formulate a schedule for proposed longer dis- 
tance races, will have an interesting discussion 



when it meets here tomorrow morning. 

Judge William II. Shelley has been retained by 
the Kentucky Asso<*iation to perform the duties 
of racing secretary, as heretofore for several 
years. He is expected here tomorrow from Louis- 
ville. In this connection secretary G. I). Wilson 
today said: 

“When I was in Louisville Monday Walter 
Pearce reipiested of me a list of our stake nomi- 
nations, saying that he wanted them for use in 
the preparation of* our program book. I told 
Pearce that Shelley would prepare Lexington’s 
program as usual. He inforimd me he had lM*en 
adviseil by a memb(*r of the Kentucky State 
Rai-ing Commission that he is racing secret:ir.v for 
Kentucky tracks until his successor is appointed. 
I tidd P«*an*e that Shelle.v had been ap|M»inted 
last .vear for Lexington and we had decided to 
continue him in office. I then referred him to 
Senator Camden, who is president of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission. If president Camden 
thinks we should pay I'earce a salary as r.icing 
secretfiry, I presume we may do so! but it is 
settled that Mr. Shelley will do the work for us.” 

Markland. the two-year-old bay colt b.v Trans- 
vaal — Lady Eon. belonging to S. K. Hughes, this 
morning unseated his rider and ran into the fence 
at the Kentmky Association course, but was not 
seriously injured. 



LITIGATION OVER CONNAUGHT PARK ENDS. 



Montreal. <jue., M:irch 22. — Litigation arising 
from a charge by the contractor for extra work 
ami ilamages in constructing the Connaught I’ark 
race track, and, on the other hand, a claim against 
the contractor for penalties for ilel.iy in the work, 
culminateil in the ('ourt of Review here when 
-\cting Chief Justice Archibald and Justices Panne - 
ton and Mercier rendered judgment which modified 
the dc(*ision of the judge of the Superior Court, 
who had thrown out both actions. 

In the result, Peter James Rrennan. who had 
sued the Ottawa Racing Association for $36. .396. 69, 
is awarded $3,500, which, it was admitted, was 
owing to him as balance of the original contract 
I»ri«e. 3'he rest of his claim, lieing for extras, 
was dismissed in accordance with the ruling of 
the court of first instance. Rejection of the claim 
of the ('ompan.v for penalties for delayed work 
was confirmed likewise. 

.V'ting Chief Justice Archibald, in rendering 
jurlgment. said the re»*ord had been built up into 
the size of a mountain, whereas it ought to have 
been a moderate -sized molehill. 'I’he action con- 
♦•erned a contract b<*tween plaintiff and defendant 
for grading a race course on pnqH*rty lK*louging to 
defendant. The amount claimeil was said ti> Im* 
due in cons<*quence of extra work or <lamage.s 
which, it was alleged, resulted through defendant 
changing his plans, thus ilelaying the work. Rut 
defendant pleaded that all the clianges wen* made 
before the signing of the contract, and therefore 
filaintiff contracteil with full knowledge of all the 
changes. Hence the delay which happened was 
not due to <ief»*ndant. who, by way of Ihjuidating 
the damages plaintiff asked for. made an inci- 
dental demaml for a sum of money by way of i»en- 
alty for plaintiff’s ilelay. 

3'lie court held that plaintiff had done the work 
without making a «-omplaint which could be made 
available as a protest. I'mler the general law, 
therefore, he could not recover the damages 
claimed. lie was, however, entitled to recover 
.$3, .500, lM»ing the amount unp.iid on the contract 
price, and the judgment of the court below was 
modified to that extent. 



Prosperous Attendance Continues Despite Moderate 
Class of Horses Racing — Pan Zareta 
to Bo Given a Long Rest. 



Hot Springs, Ark.. March 22. — Racing in his best 
form and conceding much weight to Korfhage and 
Dr. ('armen. Dr. Larrick won the sprint handicap 
whii-h featured this afterniMUi’s <*ard at Oaklawn, in 
easy fashion after having led for the entire wa.v. 

The scarcity of good rai-ing m.-iterial here was 
painfully shown this afteriUMin when four of the 
races had to bt* given over to the $2(X) top and 
bottom variety. It made little difference to the 
vast concourse of racing enthusiasts now here, for 
they amply demonstrated their desire for racing by 
attending in gem*rous numbers. 

Twenty -five “information” men were again in 
line and did a fairly brisk business, but fared 
ptKirly. as most of the winners were given stout 
support. 

Dr. Mack II. was uncovered as a good thing in the 
ojM'ner and he won without ditficultj'. but his suc-

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GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



From San Antonia Texas a dispatch of yester- 
day says: One of the aviators missiiif; from tlm 

s<iuadrun that went to join Gen. Pershing’s col- 
umn descended somewliere south of Casas 

lirandes, it was learned at Gen. Funston’s head- 
<liiarters today. His name was not given. 

Earlier reports had indicated that both came 
down somewliere along the line of communication 
lH*tween the border line and Casas G ramies. Gen. 
Pershing’s advanced base of oiH*rations. Reports 
today explained tliat one reached Casas Grandes 
and was sent south over the country in which 
the tliree detaeliments of calvary are operating. 
No details relative to his disappearance were 
received. With Gen. Pershing reported at Lake 
Ribrocoro, Col. Dodd in the district between El 
Valle and Namiquipa, and a third American col- 
umn near Carmen, contact with tiie forces of 
Francisco Villa is regarded as inevitalile tod.ay 
if the wily old fox of the Sierra Madre moun- 
tains is still hemmed in between the fast-moving 
troops and tlie line of Carranza soldiers to tlie 
south. If “Pancho” has slipped tlirough the cor- 
don of Carranza soldiers and won his goal in 
tlie fastnesses of the Giierreo region, the chase 
it is conceded, will be weeks, perliaps months, 
longer. American soldiers. unaccustomed to 
weather conditions south of the border, are drop- 
ping out from pneumonia and d.vsentery. Seven 
soldiers wlio reached the border for treatment 
told graphic stories of how sickness was thin- 
ning the ranks of Gen. Pershing’s column. The 
intense heat of the semi-tropical d<*sert country 
is claiming its victims by day, they asserted, 
and the extreme cold of the Mexican nights has 
resulted in a pneumonia epidemic of serious pro- 
IKirtions. Insufficient water caused much suF- 
fering. After moiitlis of camp fare along the 

iHirder, many soldiers have found it imi>ossible 
to march on tlie meager ration allowed by the 

quartennaster in tlie last hurried bourse before 
their departure One week of marching on 
a diet of iMains, bacon, coffee and bread has 

placed many soldiers under the care of physicians 
and the more seriously afflicted are Ixdng sent 

back to the border as rapidly as possible. Gen- 
Pershing’s failun* to report an encounter of his 
troops and tliose of Francisco Villa and the ab- 
sence of news from Mexican sources relative to the 
outcome of the fighting between Villa’s men and 
C’arranza’s trtMips in the vh-inity of Xamaquipa 
<aused some army officers at Fort Sam Houston 
toilay to believe that once more the elusive Villa 
had escaped. 

1‘resident Wilson has accepted General Carranza’s 
terms of co-operation in the pursuit of Villa. A<-t- 
ing Secretary of State Polk and Eliseo Arredondo. 
Carranza’s ambassador designate to the Tnited 
States, are in conference on the provisions of the 
protocol under which the American and Mexican 
troops will oiM*rate in the joint endeavor to take 
Villa “dead or alive.’’ The protocid provides that 
Carranza shall allow the Tnited States to transport 
sustenance supplies for the American troops over 
tlie Mexii-an railroad fnmi .luarez to Casas (Jrandes. 
It also provides for joint ojierations by tlie Ameri- 
<*an and Mexican troops in pursuing Villa and sets 
forth the circumstances under wliicii attacks may 
1 m‘ made up<»n towns in wiiich Villa may take 
refuge. Tlie protoi‘ol also makes it <-le.ar that the 
American troops are to remain in Mexico only so 
long as is necessary to effect tlie capture of Villa 
and will be witlidrawn as soon as the purpose of tlie 
jumitive exrK‘dition is accomplished. Under the 
terms of the agreement Carranza is to be permitted 
to exercize all the privileges in pursuing American 
outlaws on American soil that he grants to the 
United States in connection with the expedition 
against Villa on Mexican soil. As soon as an 
agreement upon tlie terms of the protocol is reach<*d 
by Mr. I*olk and Senor Arredondo tlie convention 
will be transmitted to Gen<‘ral Carranza for ap- 
proval. It therefore is likely to be several days 
iM'fore a definite agreement with Carranza is 
n-aclied. 

\ Petrograd dispatch of yesterday says: The 

Russian oiK'rations on tlie northern front promises to 
develop into tlie most serious movement ^ under- 
taken by eitlier side in this theater of war since 
Field Marsl'.al von Hindenlmrg’s campaign against 
Dvinsk last autumn. Taking advantage of the 
<;erman pre- occupation at Verdun, the Russian 
staff decided to anticipate iiossible (Jerman plans 
for an offensive in the Ilvinsk region by a series of 
maneuvers which, if successful, will not only make 
it imiKissible for tliem to institute the advance 
they apparently intended, but will force them out 
of the iwsitions now held. The position of the 
German forces takes the form of an arc, extend- 
ing into Russian territory. This alignment makes 
tlie line particularly susceptible to flanking at- 
tacks north and south of Dvinsk. These, as offici- 
ally announced, have already bt‘gun. In tlie region 
of Lake Xarocz. the Russians advanced along a 
ten-mile front, threatening the Vilna railroad and 
German communications with Dvinsk. It is un- | 
officially reported that this movement was ac- 
companied by maneuvers against the northern 
flank ill the neigliborhood of Friedrichstadt. Tlie 
effect of these two attacks, if successfully execut- 
ed. will be to squeeze the Germans from their ex- 
tended iwsition before Dvinsk and convert the 
present arc into a straight line from FridrichsLidt 
to Svientsyany. 

A dispatch of yesterday from I^ondon says: 
“Abandonment of Czernowitz, capital of Hukowina, 
by the Austrians is reixirted in an unofficial wire- 
less dispatch received here today from Rome. 
Liouid fire played its most successful role since 
the iM'ginning of the war in the combats in which 
the (iemians pushed forward ten miles nortliwest of 
Verdun, according to dispatches received here. Tlie 
German artillery bombardment in Avocourt woods 
was terrific, Imt ineffective, Paris reimrts. It was 
the jets of flame bursting in long, red tongues 
from billows of smoke that drove the French from 
several hundred yards of positions in the wood 
southwest of Malancourt, The success of the (ier- 
nians in this new offensive, it is admitt(‘d here, 
menaces several square miles of French positions 
northwest of Verdun. The latest dispatches from 
Paris, however, insist that the shifting of the 
German attack is only a confession of failure. The 
news of the Russian victories on tlie eastern front 
convinces the Paris critics that the Verdun offensive 
of tlie crown prince must soon be abandoned. 

Uonfidential advices received at Washington from 
Amsterdam repn*seut the government of the Xether- 
Irimls determined to maintain its neutrality unless 
attacked, but express fears that public indignation 
may d<‘niand action of some sort slamld it b<‘ estab- 
lished that a Teutonic sulmiarine torpedoed the liner 



CARE OF THE STALLION IN SERVICE. 



An item of stud news which cannot fail to in- 
terest many is that Mr. Ruchanan’s bi*autiful 
mare laidy Jess, by Ayrshire out <*f Ardmore, by 
tiallinule. her dam The Sleeping Reauty, by Ben 
Rattle, has foaled a fine colt by I’rinw Palatine. 
I have already seen one giKid Prince I’alatine <-olt 
foal this season, and such early events are of good 
augury for the future of the fc.mous son of Per- 
simmon, whicli at the outset of his stud career was 
not so successful as might have been reasonalily 
hoped. It is a familiar story now that Sundridge, 
when limited to a <*omparatively few mares, had a 
poor average of foals, but when the number of 
mares was more than doubled the i>erceiitage of 
foals became a good one indeed. It is difficult, 
if not impossible, to account for this idienom- 
ena, but I m;iy mention :i c.ase within my knowl- 
edge of a King’s Premium stallion which covered 
<*ver 100 mares during his travels last season. 
His owner has eleven mares of his own, and 
scrupulously never troubled the horse with them 
until Saturday aftenuM)ns. when the week’s travel- 
ing and Its couseijr.ent duties had lH*en ac- 
complished. It is a fact, however, that eacii one 
of these eleven mares is in foal. What com- 
mentary to pass on this I do not know, but the 
facts are indisputable. Xo doubt the life of a 
traveling stallion is much healthier than that of 
one whitdi remains all the season at home. The 
particular one I have in mind did all his traveling 
by road, his attendant riding a pony and leading 
him. This in itself is a great point to the good: 
but not every horse will go kindly with a pony, 
•and ,'i man <*annot bo cxpi'ctcd to walk with him 
the necessary ilistum-es, nor would it be re.isonalde 
to fire the horse by making him carry his man. 
Thus railway journ(\vs are *pt to lieconie necessary. 

I remember seeing a more primitive system 
adopted with old Rrayley. a good Prince tTiarlic 
horse, whicii used to travel in Sussex. He was 
owned by an American veterinary surgeon, wlio 
used to tie him to the tail of his pony -trap, l>e- 
liind which the old horse trotted without any 
trouide whatever, and tlie exercl.se kept him in 
rare <‘ondition. If we could only l>ring ourselves 
to consider valuatde stallhms as of no more ac- 
count than a rasu.tl purchase at ;i country fair 
they could, dtuibtless. ex<*rciscd in these simple 
ways to mucli more luirjiose than they us^ially are. 
Xot that any treatimait is rcall.v effective with 
horses that are constitutionall.v poor foal- getters. 

1 rcim*iul»er trying all manner of ways with 
Auruui, which one season used to caarrj’ a heavy 
man to see iiounds meed, and was otherwise kept 
as fit as migiit Im*. but it was all <*f no use. .\bout 
one mare out of five would Im! in foal, and the ox- 
abpcruliui; Xculuic of it was that tlio lew foals 



Tubantia. Present indications, however, are that 
the cause of the sinking of the Tubantia never may 
be deHnitely dedermined. The state dcqiartment has 
received no* definite information, although the con- 
sul general at Amsterdam has lx‘en urged to for- 
ward details without delay and so informed Chev- 
alier Van Rappard, minister from the Xetiierlands, 
who called uiion Acting Secretary I’olk. The min- 
ister also requested information regarding the reply 
of Great Rritain to the American note on tlie seizure 
and detention of neutral mails. The reply now is 
on its way to the United States by mail and is ex- 
liected soon. 

Czernowitz, reported evacuated by the Austri- 
ans, is a strongly fortified city of 90,000 inliabi- 
tants, the capital of tlie Austrian “crown land” 
or province of Rukowina. It may be described as 
the back gate to Galicia, but its ixilitical im- 
l>ortance at present is even greater tlian its stra- 
tegic value. Rukowina is nliout the size of the 

state of Connecticut and contains approximately 
800,000 inliabitants, nearly all of whom are Rou- 
manians. eager to unite with their brethren in 
indeiKMident Roumania. It was reportcnl some time 
ago that Roumania was ready to join tlie war on 
tlie entente side, provided it were first given pos- 
session of Rukowina and the Roumanian part of 
Ressarabia, and that Russia had agreed to the 
terms. The evacuation of Czernowitz, therefore, 
may mean that Roumania. witli its fresh army of 
000,000 men, will strike the Austrian flank. 

The Cruiser Rrooklyn, wliich sailed from Manila 
last Thursday, is due to arrive at Guam. Samoan 
Islands, from which i>ort, it is understood, she 
will convc*y to San Francisco the German cruiser 
Cormorant, which sought refuge there when she 
was pursued by a Japanese warship some montlis 
ago. Tlie Rrooklyn left Manila unclc‘r sealed 
orders, and her destination had been the subject 
of more or less conjecture. During the flight the 
Cormorant’s crew tore up the wooden deck floors 
for fuel, and the exposed. iron radiated so much 
heat that they suffered, several of them devel- 
oping symptoms of insanity. As a result it 
was later decided by the naval authorities to 
bring the Cormorant and her crew to the United 
States. 

Mayor Thompson yesterday signed the ordinance 
passed recently by the* city council providing for 
tlie sale of tlie Automatic Telephone company to 
the Rell system. Ihirlier in the day he held a 
consultation with Walter L. Fisher, special attor- 
ney for the city and tlie mayor. !Mr. Fisher said 
the ordinance was valid as far as he could cleter- 
mine. and that it sliould be signed. Under the 
terms of the ordinance, the Rell company will pay 
to the Automatic <*onipany. and the city 
will receive $.’»00,000. According to Mr. Fisher, it 
is an open secret that the money from tlie sale 
of the system will be us(*d to rc'tire tlie tc*leplione 
iHinds. With the telephone bonds retirt*d. the Illi- 
nois Tunnel c'ompany, the parc*nt company, will 
issue m*w bonds to improve tlie subway system, it 
was said. 

With tlie departure of five troops of tlie Fiftli 
Cavalry from Fort Sheridan yesterday for tlie Mexi- 
c*an border c-ame word from Springfield tliat quar- 
tc*rmastc*rs and commissary officers of the Illinois 
National (iuard had bec*n informed tliat it would 
be well for tlic*m to report as soon as i>ossible to 
the army depot quartermasters for instructions in 
c*vent of the mobilization of the National Guard. 
()ffic*ers of the National (Jnard here saw in tlie 
Springfield dispatc-h tlie first move toward sending 
tlie guard to the border to do ])atrol duty while the 
regulars were engagc*d in pursuit of Villa. Xo 
official word has lH*en received here, however, con- 
cerning the mobilization plans. 

Pc*rsliing and Dodd and their followers are doing 
some riding in Mexico. Tlie colonel’s column is 
flying liglit, while the general’s is trailing heavily, 
but both outfits are making fast lieadway in tlie 
fac*e of termendous natural difficulties. With some 
thousands of men witli him. General Pershing has 
been making about thirty-five miles a day over sand 
and rocks and through defiles tliat make “wrecks” 
imminent. The spc*ed of his troops is tlie si>eed of 
the least speedy among tliem. Army offic-ers in 
Washington are watcliing tlie outcome of this ban- 
dit hunt in ^lexico witli deep anxiety, and they are 
watching tlie records of travel made by the troops 
witli keen interest. Some records may be broken. 

The state dc*partment has taken cognizance of 
a published report that Germany had intimated 
to the United States that the time Avas ripe for 
the American governmc*ut, as the largest nentral 
nation, to begin peace negotiAtious, and that 
('liancellor Rc‘tliraanu Hollwc*g had intimated to 
Ambassador Gerard that his proposed vacation 
Avas inopportune, by authorizing a flat denial of 
the story. Department officials declare they had 
no advices AvhatCA'er to warrant such statements. 

A strike of .500,000 Welsh coal miners is threat- 
ened as the result of a failure to secure a settle- 
ment of disputes Avith the mine oAvners regarding 
Sunday AA'ork bonuses. The executive council of 
tlie South Wales Miners’ Federation has decided 
to recommend that the conference delegates next 
Monday pass a resolution giving fourteen day’s 
notice tlirougliout tlie coal fields of an intention 
to strike unless a settlement is affected. 

General Pershing, in a wireless received at Fort 
Sam Houston late yesterday afternoon, states that 
an unnamed aviator from Columbus, X. M., Avas seen 
flying over ('olonia Juan*z on Monday. Major 
Samples, commander of the Columlms camp, tele- 
graphed tliat according to his information, the 
missing aviator is Lieutenant Gorrell. Lieutenant 
R. H. Willis, according to Major Samples, is safe. 

One death Avas caused by the freak electric and 
snow storm which sAAcpt over the city early yester- 
day. James Wlogh. 1009 Fry street. Avas killed by 
a (’hicago and XortliAvestern railroad train at Car- 
penter street. His vicAV of the track Avas obscured 
by the blizzard, and the high Aviiul droAvned tlie 
sound of the bell. 

Ninety -one immigrants, most of them from 
Albania are in quarantine on Hoffman Island, oav- 
ing to tlie discoA-ery of a plague known as pedi- 
culosis aboard the steamship Putris, Avhich ar- 
riA'od in New York Tuesday from Piraeus, 
tirecce. Tlie disease is caused by a minute pest 
Avhicli attacks the feet. The treatment is a rig- 
orous course of antiseptic baths aud fumigations. 

King Ferdinand has returned to Sofia, according 
to advices received liy the Ijomlon Morning Post bj* 
mail from RudaiX'st. On his recent visit to Vienna 
tlie King was taken ill Avitli an attack of hroii- 
<-liitis. The last advices from Vienna, early in 
March, said that he was improving.

However, 
a colt by I’rince Palatine out of Lady Jess reads 
like business, for Lady Jess, as a yearling, AA'as one 
of tlie most charming fillies I ever s;iav, and she 
Avas a good one too. as they found at iieckhamp- 
ton. but her delicacy of temperament was such 
that never hut once could she make any shoAv on 
a race course. Her dam, Ardmore, is one of tlie 
best of the W'orksop inatron.s. and has proiluceil 
I numerous Avinners, of AA'hom one of the most re- 
cently notable is Arda. W'hether in -breeding to 
Ayrshire is going to su<*ceed remains to be proved, 
but, of course, it is i»retty close in the ca.se of 
this foal of Mr. Buchanan’s by a grandson of 
<;iare (by Ayrshire) out of a daughter of Ayrshire, 
Avitli additional Haniptoii through Persimmon’s <lam. 

Breeding is really a fascinating studj'. I am 
anxiously awaiting tin* results of tAvo experi- 
ments, one of Avhich will lie a foal by Ja\'elin 
(whose dam is iiy Fl.ving Fox) out of Cora Val«*, 
liy Flying iH'mnr. lirotlier to Flying Fox; and the 
other Avill Ih* by Cornstalk (son of (Hare) out of 
Floatage, by The Raft, son of Float, three-parts 
sister to (^lare. I knoAV there are many Avhom 
this muting Avill interest intensely, and the marA*s 
are tine to foal soon. In my judgment (Cornstalk, 
though he never failed to get winners, has not up 
to tiie iiresent iieen ijiiite so aa'oII mated as this, 
for lioAA' is it possil»le for a combination of the t\A'o 
iH'st daughters of Footliglit to fail V— “The ISpeciai 
Uoiiiniissioiier” in Lindoii Sixirtsman. 



ONE OF AUSTRALIA’S GREAT BREEDERS. 

W'e are sIoav in the old country and a man may 
come “liome” from tlie antii»odes, though he has 
neA* r lH*eii “liome” lieforo. ami find the old pt*ople | 
carrying on just as if iiotliing had liap[>cned, and 
his arrival was but a matter of ordinary course. 
Xevcrthelebs, he wiU also find that gradually it' 



becomes known that he has arrived, and not so 
I A'ery long afterAA'ards people are sorry they did not 
know about it earlier. This is partly due to our 
insular stupidity, but more so to the fact that 
people wlio radiate out to the circumference of an 
empire find tlieniselves more immediately recog- 
nized than those that cluster to the “hub” of it. 
AuylioAV, I do not tliink many people in tiiis country 
as yet knoAV that Mr. EdAA'ard Reginald W'hite, of 
the big Merton Estate, Ncav South W’ales, has been 
in England for some months and lias iieA'er been 
here before. Goodness knows Avliat he has not done 
for bloodstock breeding out tliero. where Flaviis, 
KenilAvorth and En Garde are at present his success- 
ful stallions. 

Tlie Merton Estate comprl.ses about 9.000 acres 
on tlie Ilimter river near Muswellbrook, but besides 
tliat Mr. W'hite has enormous properties devoted to 
dairy farming on the sliare system. It would Ih* 
difficult to sum up all that lie has done for the good 
of the colony. 'J’lie butter factory opened by him 
at Dciiliam is iioav a gn*at success. He is president 
of the Upper Hunter Agrienltnral Society, and 
many years before tliis aa'ut formed a sijuadron of 
Light Horse at Muswellbrook, of Avhich he was cap- 
tain — and perluiiis still is — but he noAV lias a son 
out in Flanders at tin* front, and I don’t know how 
the MuswellbriHik military organization h.as pro- 
<*eeded. All tliis, liowever, is simply to introdu<-e 
Mr. W'liite to m.v readers, and. as lie is to stay in 
England two or three montlis, I hope many of tliem 
Avill meet him. Rut I must say at once tliat he 
liasn’t the sliglitest idea that I am AA'riting this, 
for lie is ill in bed Avith lumtiago or something of 
the sort, and I am taking details out of arcana 
in my oavii office. 

Mr. W'hite was born in 1869. so that he has no 
business to liaAe lumbago or any other ailment yet 
aAvliile, and probably AA'ould iicA'cr have liad it but 
for having dared for the first time the hhiglish 
Climate. He is, however, one of tliose men to 
Avhom troubles are trifles — at least. I fancy so — 
and I may iioav pass on to say th.nt Mr. W'hite 1 
eommeiiced liis Morton Stud in 1897 Avith mares 
bought frtmi Mr. Frank Reynolds, wlio was so 
greatly associated Avith Bruce LoAve in the founda- 
tion of the “Figure (;nide.” wliicli, as I liave al- 
Avaj's said, is iiiA'uluable from the A. R. U. point 
of vicAv, imt is no more conclusive in itself than 
is the A. R. C. railAvay guide to anyone Avho Avislied 
to make a cross-country journey. It was in 1897 
that Mr. W'hite bought Dalnieny, by Foxhall out of 
Bagdad, by Cumeliard out of Louise, by Marsyas 
out of Seclusion, from Lord Rosclierj'. and this sire 
—thanks, no doubt, to liis dam — attained to con- 
sid(*rabh? success; but, after several other pur- 
chases. good old Flavns, Avliieh most of us re- 
meiiilHT in England, h.as i*ome out on top. He 
is by Hainptoii Aloara, l>y Albert Victor. En 
(iarde. Avliii-li is also at Mr. W'hite’s stud, is the 
most extraordinarily l»red liorse in the AAorld, for 
he is by St. Simon out of the only Uolonial mare 
that eAer Avas mated witli St. Simon, and she, 
mark you, Avas Engaganieiit, sister to Martini 
Henri, by Musket out of Sylvia, by Fisherman. If 
I Avere breeding in Australia I sliould stick like a 
leecli to every filly by En Garde of reasonable 
shapes, for here is the best of tlie old sandwiched 
up Avitli tlie ncAV. 

Tlio greatest success among Mr, W'liite’s recent 
importations is KcnilAvorth. by (’liildwick out of 
Kizil Kourgan. Avlio.se two-year-ohls are among tlie 
iM^st ill Australia. By the latest mail comes the 
news that a Kenilwortli. carrj'ing a ten-pound pen- 
alty, only just missed the DeceralH*r Stakes by 
a half length after lM*ing b.adly interfered Avith a 
liiiiidred yards from liome. This colt is considered 
tlie best tAvo -year -old iii Australia. KenilAvorth 
himself Avas originally .so named in France. Avhere 
lie Avon first-class loiig-distaiu'C races. For some 
reason liis name Avas ch.Miigcd to Ronne Cham*e, and 
under that uamu he ruu iu Eugiuud iu 1010. Mr. 



W'liite, however, preferred the old n.ame, Kenil- 
AA'orth, and resumed it Avhoii he bought the horse 
four years ago. The stock of Flavus Avas well to 
tlie fore at the Tattersall’s RandAvick meeting last 
December, as they aaoii three races, including the 
(Uip. Last season there AA'ere thirty -five winners 
by Flavus, Avliich accounted for 108 races, worth 
8,875 sovereigns in stakes. En Garde had sixteen 
winners of thirty-seven races. KenilAvorth’s oldest 
stock are only three years old at present, but he 
looks like holding a high place among winning stal- 
lions for the current season. These matters are 
merely introductory, of course, and my reason for 
mentioning them is mj' Avish that all good friends 
should get to know Mr. W’hite lK*fore he g<H*s i»ack 
to Australia. Remember, lie has never lH*en to Eng- 
land Ix'fore; but it is his “liome.” — “The Special 
Commissioner” in London Sportsman. 



TV/0 THOUSAND MOST IMPORTANT NOW. 

.Many years have eliip-ed since there Avas any 
arite-i'.ost l*etting mu the Two Thousand Guineas, 
and even tlie Derby has in that respect Availed in 
interest, for the Avinter Avagering year after vear 
has bi'come smaller by degrees and beautifully 
le.ss. 'riie jirospects in this connection f<ir the cur- 
rent year ar»*, of cimrse, nil, as the Derby, Oaks 
and St. Leger liave all lM*en abandoned, and until 
entries are invited for the “suiistitute” there will 
lie no Derby on Avhlcli to bet. 'riiiis tlie only 
‘‘••lassies’’ Avhich stand are the Two Thousand and 
One Thousand (Diineas, and in the circumstances it 
seems advisalile to ai»eal at once for entries for 
the New Derby and New Oaks, also the Sep- 
teiiilH*!' Stake.s — assuming, of course, that the pre- 
cedent of last season Avill Ih* f'dlowed. In bvgoiie 
day.s it Avas generally accepted that Avith the Derby 
in view horses Avere not always wound up to con- 
cert pitch for the big affairs at Newmarket, and 
many instance.^ could lie quotoil of horses failing 
in .1**^ “(iiiineas*’ tliat, Avith the extra month’s 
training, came successfully through the more im- 
iMirtaiit ordeal at Epsom. At this time last year 
there was no thought of interference with the Ep- 
som program; indeed, it was almost at the eleventh 
hour that a most nnuecessary veto Avas put upon 
the Derby. Now the* situation is different, the 
“Blue Kihand ’ is, for the nonce, abandoned, and 
Ave are left witli the “Thousands” alone Avhere- 
witli to test our class hor.ses. 

We may regard it as certain therefore tiiat pros- 
ppcliA'4* candidates aa'III be hung up to tlie mark 
Avhcu May .> comes round, bringing with it the con- 
te.st for tlie Tw.» ’riiousand (luincas. This race 
presents a complov proldciii even to expert judges 
of two-year old form, and the <-onsequcnt diverg- 
ence of opinion luuy lead up to some nnte-p*>st 
betting, which will greatly incre;i>«* public interest 
ill the event.

King’s Joker Jind Silver 
Star, but .^axnii having been added to the list is 
no longer eligihh*. and Hespi'rus has gone to

brother to Rayardo aud Lemberg, liv Cicero Avhich 
ran much better iu the Dewhiirst Plate than Avas 
generally supposed. Here we liaA'e material for a 
line and interesting race, and U ought not to 1h? 
spoilt by any liolding l»a< k on the part of owners 
now that th«*re is no Derl*y bi tempt them to keen 
their horses fresh.

UNLUCKY MELBOURNE CUP WINNERS. 

TIm* fact of I*:itn»bas l»eing under a cloud draws 
rciM wc.l atlcntioii to tlic fact of a niimlMT of M«1 
iMiurno t’up winners having iloin* little go«*d «»n the 
turf snbse<|ncntlv to their sn<‘ce.ss in that rare. 
Itnnning back thirty years, it may be mentioned 
that thiMigli Arsenal ran well on several occa.sions, 
he never won anvthing after the Melbourne ( up 
of IKSt;. The enp of the following year also fiii- 
islied Dnrilop as a winner. lie was nnsmcessfnl in 
eacli of his four std>se«pient ra<*es. one of these^ be- 
ing the Sydney Trnf t’lnb’s Anniversary Handicap, 
f(»r which with i:::; iKMinds lie starteil favorite. 
Mentor won a eonple of weight -for -age races after 
ills Clip, but Bravo did not add to his winning 
brackets after lM>ating (’arliine in the Mellionrne 
t'up of 1SS9; in fji<t, lie only ran once again, that 
lieing in tin* IsiMl Kssendon Stakes, in which he was 
last to finish in a field of five. 

(’arbine continued a snc«*essfnl career after the 
1890 Clip, but Malvolio, whicli was first home in 
1891, never after got to the front, notwitlistandiug 
lie was thought good eiiongli to make favorite with 
1.34 pounds f«>r the following cup. Glenlotli, the 
1892 winner, also failed to maintain tlie reputation 
he gained on that occasion, and it would seem as 
if the exceptionally licavy going bad a deal to 
do with bis being enn»lled among tlie winners of 
Australia’s richest handicai). He did not win an- 
other race, nor dhl Tarcmda. after downing ('arn- 
age and Jeweller in the 1893 cup. for which he 
started at 40 to 1. Thougli Patron won the 1894 
Clip, he was unsincessful during the remainder of 
bis <*are<‘r. ami after her vii tory in tlie MellKiurne 
Flip of 189.%. the only race won by Auraria was tlie 
Oaks at the same nuH^ting. 

Gaulua, too, failed to do any good after laud- 



ing the 1897 cup. that being bis last win; and 
Merri wee’s single success after bis Melbourne Tup 
was tlie (\ B. Fisher I’late at the same fixture, 
(’lean Sweep fared lM*tter. as lie also won the lioch 
Plate and Australian Jockey I’lub’s St. Leger be- 
fore being sent to Fnglaiid. Uevenne’s iirospeots 
of further distingiiiKliing liimself after the Mel- 
iKnirne Cup seenuMl p.irticiilarly bright, but the Vic- 
tori.i Amateurs Turf ('lub’s St. Ilelier Stnk«*s was | 
the only nice he added to bis record. The 1904 1 
cup was Acrasia’s fin.il win, but Bine Spec and 
Poseidon did further g«M)d service for their re- 
siM*ctive iiwners. Aisdogne won the Kssendon 
Stakes the antumn folbiwing his Melbourne ('uii, 
but in India lie was of little account. The Paris- 
ian, which accounted for the 1911 cup. did a lot 
of rjH-ing subsequently, but no success attended 
his efforts. 

Posinatns may have been a trifle lucky to win 
in 1913. ami since then be has only added the 
Grandstand Stakes of 20.7 pounds to his credit ac- 
count, It is improbable lie will race again, and 
Kingsburgh has done little racing, and only re- 
corded one place since he landed the big stake for 
Mr. L. K. S. Mackinnon in the 1914 cup. Patrobas 
bus not started since winning in November, and 
it will only be in keeping with the bad luck that 
has later attended so many enp winners if he 
should not have the opportunity of fulfilling the 
great promise as a race liorse tliat lie gave in the 
spring. Before he won either the Derby or Cup I 
heard one of MellMmriie’s- recognized good judges 
prophecy that in the autumn he would prove him- 
self MU* of the best stayers Australia had seen for 
a long time. It is to 1 m* lioiH*d the colt’s trouble 
does not prove really serious, as his loss to the 
turf would be something to regretted. — “I‘ilot”
